The function of this new division will be to handle 
fleet sales of all products produced by the corporation, Fargo 
motor coaches, Dodge trucks, Dodge, DeSoto, Chrysler and 
Plymouth passenger cars. In addition to the sales staff of 
this division, the personnel will include a group of service 
men to superintend and develop this branch of the work.

SEEK RATE SCHEDULES 
FOR 1932 IN BAY STATE 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 9.—A petition 
for a writ of mandamus against 
the state insurance commissioner, 
Merton L. Brown, to compel him 
to fix at once and file a schedule 
of rates for automobile insurance 
for 1932 has been filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court on behalf 
of forty-four insurance compa- 
nies. 

The Legislature is in special ses- 
sion to consider revision in the 
compulsory automobile liability law 
and the insurance commissioner 
has announced that the 1932 rates 
will not be promulgated until the 
Legislature has acted. 

It was explained on behalf of the 
companies, in connection with the 
request for a writ of mandamus, 
that if the law is not amended 
no policies for 1932 could be writ- 
ten or registrations issued until the 
commissioner has established the 
rates,

living, it has become apparent to 
any one who will examine the data 
that no industry and no business 
can go on indefinitely paying a 
wage based on the nation’s greatest 
productivity after that productivity 
has been reduced from 25 to 60 per 
cent. depending upon the line of in- 
dustry under consideration. 

“In some matters the American 
standard of living is not involved 
by wage readjustments and in some 


other respects it is so seriously en- | 


tangled that wage reductions can 
be achieved only with most serious 
difficulty. 

“On the bright side of the pic- 
ture there has been a substantial 
lowering of the cost of living, par- 
ticularly of those commodities in 
daily usage in which a free market 
has been kept open. 

“So far as I can see there are 
two major obstacles in the way of 
complete adjustment of business so 
that wage levels can be reduced and 
the worker still sustained on the 
“American standard.’ 





“One of these is the tax situation. 
At present every employed individ- 
ual in the United States is working 
one day out of each six for the tax| 
collector. If industry quite gener-! 
| ally goes to a five-day week and 
| taxes continue to mount, the em- 


ployed worker will be turning over 
| about one and one-quarter days of 
|every five to the public trough. 











“The other serious obstacle is cor- 
|porate demands for dividends on 
| nillions of shares of stock issued to 
permanently capitalize a temporary 
and what may for ever afterward be 
a non-recurring flush time income. 

“The automobile industry, while 
not an outstanding example of cor- 
porate fisca] abuse, wears no snow 
white toga.

cussion of “Economic Advantage of 
Permanent Molding,” a paper pre- 
pared by J. L. Dostal of Holley Per- 
manent Molding Machine, Inc. 

This paper brought the economic 
advantages of making gray iron 
castings by the permanent-mold 
process. The discussion developed 
tha’ shrinkage of castings is con- 
treed by flowing the metal slowly 
snto molds and the use of small 
gates. Every casting is annealed. 
The present, experience indicates 
that even very heavy castings, such 
as cylinder blocks, can be success- 
fully made by permanent molding. 
The process is adaptable where 


steel inserts are required in the 
castings. As yet the process has not 
proved commercially practicable for 
|malleable iron castings. 

After a visit to the plant of the 
Holley Carburetor Company in the 
afternoon the delegates attended 
the banquet in the evening, which 
closed the meeting. Louis Ruthen- 
burg, president of Copeland Prod- 
ucts, Inc., was the speaker, while 
Dr. Phillips Thomas of Westing- 
house Electric gave a demonstra- 
tion of “electrons at work and 
play.”

to 1924, inclusive, the principal auto- 
mobile manufacturers earned about 
three quarters of a billion dollars, 
or an average of $150,000,000 a year. 
Considering the standard of meas- 
urement that prevailed in those pre- 
historic days, this return on a 10 to 
1 basis had a capital value of about 
one billion and a half dollars. In 
the five-year period, 1925 to 1929, 
inclusive, the manufacturers took 
profits of approximately $1,740,000,- 
000, an average of $350,000,000 a 
year. But these were the years of 
the jazz economist, 

“Automobile stocks in common 
with everything else were measured 
on a fifteen to one basis and shares 
in many of the companies bought 
and sold on the market on that 
value. Hence, conservative one and 
a half billion valuation of 1920-1924 
jumped in the public mind to five 
billions before the Wall Street crash. 

“It is needless to point out that 
those who bought stocks at any 
point above the present market and 
below- the 1929 peak are no more 
satisfied with reductions of their in- 
come or a loss of capital than those 
who are now asked to take wage re- 
ductions. .And@ in this situation the 
automobile dealer stands where he 
always stood on the open plain, bare 
to the lightning from above and 
the rising flood water beneath his 
feet. 

“Wage reductions will not be 
achieved, however necessary, with- 
out some struggle and _ without 
considerable rancor. It is the duty 
of every employer who attempts 
such adjustments to undertake them 
only after aii other efficiencies have 
failed—this country has not yet 
reached the point where any em- 
ployer is expected to maintain lux- 
urious charity—and to effect them 
in the kindliest manner possible. 

“While I know nothing of the in- 
side workings of either the U. S. 
Steel Corporation or the General 
Motors Corporation, it seems that in 
this respect at least Steel has much 
the better psychological position 
than Motors. So far as I am aware 
Steel did not make its wage reduc- 
tion until after it had reduced its 
dividends. ($7 a share to $4). That 
may have no more significance than 
Motors’ action, but it has been 
dressed up better for public diges- 
tion, 

“Steel made a flat reduction of 10 
per cent. Motors reduced salaries 
10 per cent for those under $3,000 
a year, 12.5 per cent from $3,000 to 
$10,000 a year, 15 per cent. from 
$10,000 to $20,000 a year, 17.5 per 
cent. from $20,000 to $50,000 a year 
and 20 per cent. on all salaries 
above $50,000 a year. 

“But Motors still has an oppor- 
tunity of recouping any prestige lost 
by the manner of its announcement, 
It still could follow its premier an- 
nouncement by a proclamation vol- 
untarily signed by its executive offi- 
cers that pending the present de- 
pression no salaries, wages and fees 
in excess of $50,000 a year will be 
paid to any one. 

“Similar announcements from 
other corporations will materially 
lessen the danger of Federal action 
at Washington this winter to take 
in taxes what has been withheld in 
wages. In our own business it would 
be a splendid assurance to the 
dealers that it is not intended that 
the entire cost of rebuilding America 
shall fall upon their shoulders 
alone.”

the 8S. A. E. in this city I learned for one thing that the 
same weight of tire should be on both front wheels, else you 
will have a tramp or shimmy. If you put an eight-ply on one 
wheel and a four-ply on the other, that’s what happens. This 
lack of balance also causes uneven tire wear, shortening the 
life of the tire. All of which was news to me. 

They tell me that Buick is extra careful to see that the 
tires balance; that despite the fact that tire manufacturers 
check on this, the Buick factory does likewise, just to be sure. 
I also found out what the red mark on the casing is for. 
That’s put theré to indicate where the valve stem is to come, 
so the heavy part of the tube will come opposite the heavy 
part of the casing.

gga doorbells might be called the “bread and butter” 

of automotive salesmanship. As the human being can 
get along without caviar in his dietary, so the automotive 
sslesman can get along without a good many frills in his sell- 
ing if he only will stick to ringing doorbells. 

A case in point has just come to our attention, and it is 
worth passing on to our host of dealer readers in all automo- 
tive fields. The Aetna Oil Service, Inc., in Louisville, Ky., 
maintains a house-to-house solicitation campaign, running 
continuously throughout the year. 

This spring the executives in charge of the service 
decided to intensify this campaign of doorbell ringing. They 
mapped out a campaign to last five weeks, which finally 
came to an end in March last. During this five weeks of 
special effort, the salesmen visited 4,842 persons, explaining 
the value of the service their organization was prepared to 
offer. The net result of this effort was 743 brand new cus- 
tomers brought into the various stations of the company. 

It is interesting to know that this Aetna Oil Service, 
which, ten years ago, was a small refinery selling only at 
wholesale, is now the third largest oil operator in Kentucky. 
Instead of being satisfied with remaining a small refinery, it 
has developed bulk plants and merchandising outlets to assure 
itself a market. If this campaign of doorbell ringing is a 
sample of its activity, we venture to believe that this organ- 
ization is not going to stop where it is. The one way to 
expand is to go after business, and there is no other way of 
doing this quite so effectively as the good old-fashioned per- 
sonal contact, which we have called “doorbell ringing.” 


the choice of blue by car buyers, 
preference is shown for more cheer- 
ful color. This tendency away from 
somber hues is in striking contrast 
to color preference in France and 
on the Continent in general, as in- 


dicated by the preponderance of 
black cars now on view at the Paris 
Automobile Salon. 

“Blue,” says the Automobile Color 
Index, “is rapidly climbing back into 
prominence as an automobile finish, 
while black keeps on declining. 
Blue’s decide@ spurt since last 
month has resulted in the highest 
index recorded for this color family 
since July, 1930. An analysis of the 
various blues of current importance 
shows considerable consumer inter- 
est still extant in blues of reddish 
hue and high saturation. 

“Bright, medium town car blue 
has been superseded by dark, bright 
templar, a blue distinguished by a 
rich greenish undertone. A clear, 
bright blue somewhat lighter in 
value than templar and known as 
commander blue has also gained 
prominence.” 

The Index further points out that 
green’s advancing trend has been 
terminated by an abrupt decline, 
while brown continues ‘the major 
decline, which began a year ago. 
Maroon also is declining rapidly, but 
gray is once again on the up grade 
after many months of listless drift- 
ing. 

“The appearance of a car today 
has much greater value as a sales 
factor than ever before,” the Index 
notes. “As a result of this situa- 
tion every conceivable color varia- 
tion that could be made practical 
for automotive purposes is being 
brought into play for 1932.”

FRAYSER STRESSES — 
TRADE ORGANIZATION 
IN PAINT INDUSTRY 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 9.—The 
value of trade organizations, both in 
the development of an industry and 
in strengthening relations with the 
general public, was stressed here by 
P. C. Frayser of St. Louis in his ad- 
dress before the forty-fourth annual 
convention of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, of 
which he is president. 

Sessions of the convention held at 
the Ambassador Hotel were attended 
py 400 representatives of the in- 
dustry. 

“The value of trade organizations,” 
Mr. Frayser said, “is in no sense 
problematic, as they definitely serve 
an essential purpose in the channels 
of commerce. As a medium of or- 
ganized and co-operative effort they 
are invaluable and well-nigh indis- 
pensable. 

“For promoting friendly relation- 
ship and fellowship in_ business, 
they are without equal. That, with 
proper motives and competent lead- 
ership, they form a real service 
station for those whom they serve, 
cannot be challenged. 

“It is a proven fact that mass 
planning and concerted action can 
attain greater achievement than 
can any other medium. These ac- 
complishments are made possible 
through co-operative and unselfish 
membership. 

“In a period of business complex- 
ities and distress,” Mr. Frayser con- 
tinued, “we particularly need friend- 
ly association in order that we may 
get together, discuss difficult prob- 
lems, and, with unity of purpose, 
set about to devise ways for remov- 
ing obstacles.

Those of the unemployed 
who intend to move in a search for 
better things should be told that the 
cities are able only to care for their 
own unemployed. An influx of 
work seekers adds to the difficulties 
of the local residents and of those 
going to seek work and finding 
none.
